QUENTIN ROOSEVELT 


BURED BY GERMANS 


Military Honors Paid by Enemy 


Aviators—Personal Belong- 
ings Saved for F amily. 

Amsterdam, July 21 
Quentin Roosevelt is e 0 
Wolff bureau message from the front, | 
according to a Berlin dispatch recetved 
here. The message adds that young 
Roosevelt was buried with military 
honors by the Germans. The story of 
the fatal encounter, as told by the 
Wolff bureau coerrespondent, follows: 

“On Sunday, July 14, an American 
squadron of twelve battle planes was 
trying to break through the German 
defense over the Marne. In the vio- 
lent combat which ensued with seven 
German machines, one American avia- 
tor stubborniy made repeated attacks 
This culminated in a duel between him 
and a German non-commissioned or. 
ficer who, after a short fight, succeeded 
in getting good aim at his brave but 
in<xperienced opponent, whose ma- 
chine fell after a few shots near the 
village of Chambry, 10 kilometers north 
of the Marne. oer ; 
His pocket case showed him to be 


[Xieutenant Quentin Roosevelt, of the 


boy, of the Lehigh Valley railroad, and 


her four barges three miles off this 
town on the s outheastern elbow of 
Cape Cod at 10:30 a. m. today. The 
one-sided battle lasted one hour and a 
half. The tug was burned to the 
waters edge by shell fire, while the 
barges Lansford and Number 766, Num- 
ber 403 and Number 740 were sunk by 
gunfire. The barges were bound from 
Gloucester for New York and only one 
was loaded, her cargo consisting of 
stone. 
Three Persons Wounded. 

Of the 41 persons, including three 
women and five children on board, 
three men, Captain Charles Ainslie, 
of the Lansford, and John Bolovich and 
John Vitz, Austrian members of the 
tug crew, were wounded. Bolovich 
probably will lose an arm, Vitz had ofie 
hand blown off. These two were sent 
to a hospital in Boston. Captain Ains- 
lie was wounded in both arms by 
shrapnel. 

The attack was witnessed by large 
crowds of natives and a number of 
visitors who had flocked to the cape 
for the week-end seeking relief from 
the heat wave. All accounts agreed 
that the submarine’s shooting was 
very bad. Her torpedo work was no 
better. According to Captain Ainslie, 
of the Lansford, she launched three 
torpedoes at the tug and all went 
wild. 

The attack occurred only a few 
tciles from the naval aviation station 
at Chatham. Three seaplanes at- 
tacked the raider with bombs, accord- | 
ing to Rear Admiral Spencer 8. Wood, 
commander of the first naval district. 
The fire was returned, keeping the 
planes high. Finally, however, the 
U-boat submerged and was last ob- 
served heading south.

Lieutenant Milsom declared that the 
place of the “slacker” after the war 
will be the hardest one that evér hu- 
man was called upon to fill. His lot 
will be worse than death a thousand 
times, and if he could only realize that 
now he would come rushing forward 
to do all in his power to win this war, 
and forever stamp out autocracy and 
kaiserism, for :f the Kaiser and all his 
power is right, then Jesus Christ is 
wrong. 

Lieutenant Milsom was in the first 
contingent of the Canadian army sent 
over to France in 1914 and for three 
years he was in the trenches and suf- 
fered all the hardships of trench life 
and underwent the terrors of “No 
Man's Land.” He was in the battle of 
Ypres and was facing the pick of the 
German army—the Prussian guards— 


He told how that he was ordered to 
make an attack with his meh, of whom 
there were 1,032, iftcluding officers, 
and that they advanced in the face of 
an awful machine gun fire with the 
bullets falling like hail all around 
them ‘and many of kis chums dropping 
every moment with a bullet in the 
head or heart, yet they pressed on and 
when nightfall came they were ordered 
to lay down and stay in that position 
until daylight.

Retreat Being Cortantly 
Narrowed.

Washington, July @1.—With the Ger- 
man retreat from Chateau Thierry and 
the Marne in full swing, officials here 
were watching reports for indications 
that General Foch might launch new 
flank operations fro the vicinity of 
Rheims in order to FS up the with- 
drawal and inflict the maximum pun- 
ighment on his beaten foe. 

General March and Secretary Baker 
were at the war department until late 
tonight, and eager for every word that 
came over press Wires regarding prog- 
ress of the battle. Official reports 
were belated, and at àa late hour it was 
impossible to say whether the enemy 
was going to get the majority of his 
armies away by sacrificing rear-guard 
units. 

Germans Mag Be Pocketed. 

The unofficial r@ports showed that a 
great stride forward had been made 
by the Franco-Anjerican forces on the 
Aisne-Marne front, increasing the dan- 
ger in which the enemy stands of hav- 
ing a considerable force pocketed and 
captured. | | 

Under any circumstznces, it seems 
certain that the enemy has already 
suffered heavy losses in guns and oth- 
er war material. His main lines of 
communication have either been 
broken or are under shell fire. The 
task of getting all the vast impedi- 
ments of a great army to the rear 
seems greater thanghe cap hope to ac- 
complish without losses that will soon 
reach serious proportions. — 

Rear-guard actions depend for their 
success largely on holding the enemy 
back with artillery fire until the main 
body which is being protected Ras es- 
caped. For that reason German losses 
in guns are almost certain to be heavy 
as invariably man rear-guard bat- 
teries are unable to the ad- 
vancing foe. ye 

The salient in which the Germans 
appeared to stand tonight is still suf- 
ficiently broad at the base to furnish 
a way of escape if the communication 
lines they have built up. since they in- 
vaded the region last May are so 
placed as to fall in the center of the 
wedge.

From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Victories for the allied arms in 
France continue to multiply. Over the 
entire 60-mile front running from Sois- 
sons to Rheims the allied troops are 
fighting’ with a determination that 
brooks no denial of their efforts. And 
the Germans steadily are giving 
ground, though stubborn resistance is 
being offered on some sectors. 

Further goodly-sized indentations

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House and Senate Will Be 
Confronted With Many 


Matters of Immense Im- 
_ portance to All Georgia. 


When the gavels fall in both branches 
of the Georgia general assembly this 
morning at 10 o’clock, the house and 
senate will be confronted with a busy 
week and with abundant opportunity 
for real constructive legislation. 

The plumbers’ bill, introduced by 
Senator Andrews, was temporarily kill- 
ed by a small attendance in the senate 
last Thursday, but has been called for 
reconsideration by a full house Thurs- 
day, July 25, having been made a spe- 
cial order. The bill has been discussed 
at some length already, and provides 
‘that journeying plumbers shall be re- 
quired to have a license issued by a 
state license board for plumbers. 

The work or fight bill comes up 
for final consideration Thursday as a 
special order, and it is now believed 
that it will pass the senate, although 
the strike amendment has held up its 
passage temporarily and the bill has 
gone to R conference for action on this 
contested point. 

a Warehouse Commission Biil. 

The warehouse commission bill in- 
troduced by Senator Elders, which will 
come up this week in the senate, urges 
a commission appointed by the gover- 
nor for the purpose of establishing one 
or more warehouses in each county. 
The bill is patterned after the law in 
South Carolina that has worked so suc- 
cessfully for the past four years, and 
provides for official weighers and 
graders, who shall issue receipts on 
cotton, thus enabling the holder to 
borrow money on same, and sell direct 
to spinners. The measure has the in- 
dorsement of the State Farmers’ union 
and Commissioner J. J. Brown, of the 
State department of agriculture. 

The cattle tick measure, state-wide 
in its application, has already been fa- 
vorably reported by the agricultural 
committee of the senate, which indi- 
cates final passage. The bill provides 
measures for eradication of the tick 

from every county in the state, and its 

advocates declare that it will be of 
tremendous importance to the cattle 
industry, as the cattle of this state 
are at present discriminated against 
by other sections of the country that 
have such laws already in operation. 

Vice bills, outlined by the United 
States vice commission, will either come 
before the house or the senate very 
soon, as à conference was held in the 
office of Governor Dorsey last week 
when the bills were drafted. It is 
likely that two bills will be intro- 
duced, one providing that physicians 
treating socia! diseases are to keep 
record of same, and treatment is to be 
continued until cure is effected; the 
other provides for the establishment 
of a state home for women who are 
afflicted with social diseases, empow- 
ering the courts to send all such wom- 
en to this institution, the bill provid- 
ing for the erection of buildings at 
Milledgeville on a tract of not less 
than 200 acres. 

In the consideration of the Wright 
tax bill the past week in thé house 


committee, after three hours’ iscus- 
sion before the committee, 3 was 
delayed by the proposal of a substitute 
bill by Mr. Swift, of Muscogee, and this 
is awaited with interest by the house. 
The Wright measure provided for an ad 
valorem tax on all loans within the 
state, and met with opposition in the 
house committee. The substitute wil] 
be patterned after the Alabama law, 
which — a — —— meas-

Tax for Schools. 

The Elders bill, which comes before 
the house, provides for state-wide tax 
for schools in counties to the amount 
of not exceeding 5 mills, nor less than 
1 mill, with the special provision that 
municipalities or special school dis- 
tricts may levy an extra tax of not 
more than 5 mills nor less than 1 mill, 
by a two-thirds vote of those voting, at 
a special election called for that pur- 
pose, with due process of notifying 
voters of said election.

POPE WILL NOT SIT 
AT THE PEACE TABLE, 
DECLARES MINISTER 


Rev. J. W. Ham, pastor of the Bap- 
tist Tabernacle, in a sermon to his 
congregation last night, asserted that 
the pope of Rome will have no seat at 
the peace table, when the end to this 
war has come, and asserted that the 
papal peace note was inspired by the 
Huns. 

“Many people have criticised our 
great president for taking cogni- 
zance of it,” he said. “They felt he was 
giving undue recognition to the Roman 
hierarchy and should ignore it. Sub- 
sequent events have clearly demon- 
strated the wisdom displayed by the 
president in replying to the com- 
munication of the pope. 

“Only 22 per cent of our national 
army as a whole is composed of Catho- 
lics. The pope may not have realized 
it, but: the governments back of him 
realized that if they could break down 
the morale of even the Catholics in 
this eountry that it would seriously 
handicap us in winning the war. 

„It was a fine display of diplomacy 
for our president to recognize the note 
and answer it. It was not rec- 
ognized as a state paper such 
as one nation would send another, 
and therefore the answer did not go 
through the diplomatic channels the 
pope expected it would, and this dis- 
pleased the pope. 

“Our president in his answer clari- 
fied the issues afresh and put the re- 
sponsibility back upon the pope’s shoul- 
ders. In his answer he saved the 
Catholics of this country to the ideals 
of democracy and from Hun propagan- 


da so adroitly foisted upon us. 
“The attitude of the pope has 


forever precluded the possibility of 
him occupying a seat at the table 
ef the coming peace conference. 

‘The answer of President Wilson, to- 
gether with the allies’ agreement with 
the king of Italy, has forever banished 
the prospect. This is most disappoint- 
ing to his eminence. I would be just 
as heartily opposed to the Baptist de- 
nomination electing a representative 
and send him to the peace table as 
I am the Catholic church sending the 
head of the church to the table. I am 
opposed to union of church and state. 
I am in favor of complete separation 
of church and state. The pope is not, 
because the church believes in and 
practices religious autocracy; it is, 
therefore, fundamentally in sympathy 
with autocracy as a form of civil gov- 
ernment, with the church recognized as 
superior authority to the civil powers.”

Employment Service to Be Discussed 
At Series of District Meetings 


Following the announcement made in 
yesterday’s Constitution by Labor Com- 
missioner Stanley that Georgia will 
participate actively in the campaign of 
the United States employment service, 
comes the further announcement of a 
series of meetings in Georgia under the 
direction of Commissioner Stanley and 
the chairman of the sixth federal dis- 
trict of the employment service, Hon. 
Cliff Williams, of Meridian, Miss. 


The purpose of these meetings is to 
create interest in the purposes of the 
United States employment service. 

Governor Dorsey has thrown the 
weight of his influence back of the 
movement, and by proclamation has 
urged the people of the state to attend 
the forthcoming meetings and to give 
the government hearty co-operation in 
the step for solving the many phases 
of the labor problem which the United 
States employment service represents. 

The first of these meetings will take 
place today in Columbus, 
Hon, L. B. Gunby is local chairman, 
and Hon. Cliff Williams to be the prin- 
cipal speaker. The other meetings will 
take place in Macon, July 23; Bruns-

The Georgia Council of Defense 
through county chairmen has been ask- 
ed by the governor to aid in making 
the meetings a success. 


Following the meetings, an intensive 
campaign will follow. It is proposed 
to organize in every county a branch 
of the Self-Preservation Loyalty league, 
through which the people may “help 
themselves and help the government at 
the same time.” The menace of idle 
labor will be fought in every commu- 
nity of this state. 

It is urged that all public-spirited 
citizens, mayors, boards of trade and 
other organizations get behind this 
movement in each of the cities named 
and conduct a campaign of publicity 
that will assure a large attendance at 
each place of farmers, manufacturers, 
business men, labor leaders and patri- 
otic workers generally. 

“Superintendent Williams is coming 
to Georgia with a vital and virile mes- 
sage fort the people of your state,” 
states Commissioner Stanley, “and it 
is to be hoped that crowds will be pres- 
ent at each of the designated places to 


hear what he will have to say.” ’ 


Mobilization of Young Women Begins 
On July 29 for Student-Nurse Reserve 


The woman’s committee of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense has sent to 
every one of its state and local units 
in the country full insructions for the 
mobilization of young women in the 
United States Student Nurse reserve, 
beginning on July 29. Surgeon Gen- 
eral Gorgas, of the army; Surgeon 
General Rupert Blue, of the public 
health service; the American Red Cross 
and the Council of National Defense 
are joining forces in this campaign, 
and already the state divisions of the 
woman’s committee, by whom the en- 
rollment is to be conducted, are busy 
with preparations for the campaign. 

It has been announced at the head- 
quarters of the woman’s committee in 
Washington that local units of the 
woman’s committee, from Maine to Cal- 
ifornia, will have a recruiting station 
open during the fortnight beginning 
July 29. 

At these stations women will be 
given an opportunity to enroll as can- 
didates for the Army School of Nurs- 
ing, established under the authority 
of the surgeon general, or in branch 
schools of the military hospitals, or to 
enroll as engaging to hoid themselves 
in readiness until April 1, 1919, to 
accept assignments to civilian nurses’ 
training schools. Those who enroll 


will be sent at the beginning of the 
autumn and spring terms. 

There are 1,579, nurses’ training 
schools in the country. It-was pointed 
out that the need of these schools for 
nurses ‘was as great and important as 
that of the Army School of Nursing. 
Those who enroll in the United States 
Student Nurse reserve will be assigned 
to these various hospitals as vacancies 
occur. The term of training varies 
from two to three years. 


Every woman who completes the 
training course satisfactorily may be 
eligible for enrollment as a Red Cross 
nurse and for service with the Army or 
Navy Nurse corps, and stands a chance 
of being assigned to duty abroad. At 
the same time she will be qualified to 
earn her living in one of the noblest 
professions open to women. 

The appeal from our hospitals in 
the field ts imperative,” said Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw, chairman of the woman’s 
committee, in an appeal to the young 
women of the country. “They must at 
once have every nurse who can be 
spared. The places of those withdrawn 
must be filled immediately by student 
nurses. The call must be answered 
from every part of the nation. Let 
there be no woman slacker in the 


land.”
